DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter and Response to Applicant's Remarks 

1 . Claims 15-19 and 30-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's remarks and amendment filed 21 March 2008 have been fully considered. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's assertion on page 8 of the response that 
"Suzuki fails to teach.. ..a wavelength selecting filter.. .for removing noise present in any bands 
other than a signal band of each optical signal passing through said tunable wavelength selecting 
element." Examiner notes that Applicant acknowledges on pages 7-8 that "the optical filter 100 
[in the system taught by Suzuki] can selectively pass through only the optical signal shaving a 
spectrum of substantially XI, X2, X3, and X4. See col. 2 lines 47-56 [of Suzuki]." However, 
Examiner further notes that in the system taught by Suzuki et al, X,l, X,2, X,3, and X4 are the 
signal bands of each optical signal passing though filter 100 and therefore, Suzuki clearly teaches 
that filter 100 removes noise present in any bands "other than" the desired signal bands. 

However, the prior art, including Onaka et al, Suzuki, and Kersey et al, does not 
specifically disclose or fairly suggest a system comprising the combination of all of the elements 
and limitations recited in claims 15-19, particularly wherein each of the plurality of optical 
devices comprises the combination of elements and limitations further recited in independent 
claim 15. Also, as already noted in the previous Office action, the prior art, including Onaka et 
al, Suzuki, and Kersey et al, does not specifically disclose or fairly suggest a system comprising 
the combination of all of the elements and limitations recited in claims 30-38, particularly further 
wherein wavelength selecting filters, each comprising an optical demultiplexer and an optical

multiplexer and other limitations as recited, of a first optical node and a second optical node have 
transmission bands per wavelength channel of which central wavelengths are shifted from the 
central wavelength of each wavelength channel of the WDM signal toward shorter wavelength 
and longer wavelength respectively, or toward longer wavelength and shorter wavelength 
respectively. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
